REMARKS 


Reconsideration of the above-identified Application is respectfully 
requested. Claims 1-15 are in the case. Claims 2 and 8-11 have been 
amended. The Abstract has been amended. A substitute Specification has 
been submitted in both clean and marked-up form. 

The allowance of Claims 1 and 7 is acknowledged with appreciation. 

Regarding the requirement for a substitute Specification including all of 
the amendments presented in the Preliminary Amendment filed on October 1 , 
2003, in both clean and marked-up form, copies of both forms of such substitute 
Specification have been submitted herewith. Paragraph numbering has been 
provided in both copies for the convenience of the Examiner. No new matter has 
been added. Double bracketing to indicate deleted matter has been preserved 
from the aforementioned Preliminary Amendment in the interest of clarity. 
Acceptance of the substitute Specification is respectfully requested. 

Regarding the reminder of the formal requirements for an abstract, the 
Abstract has been amended to render it within such requirements, specifically to 
contain fewer than 150 words. Acceptance of the substitute Abstract is 
respectfully requested. 

Regarding the objections to Claims 2 and 8-1 1 , all of the corrections 
kindly suggested by the Examiner have been made by amendment herein. 
Wherefore reconsideration and withdrawal of these objections are respectfully 
requested. 

Regarding the indication of allowability of Claims 2-6 and 8-1 5 if the 
objections to Claims 2 and 8-1 1 were overcome, in view of the previous 
paragraph, it is respectfully submitted that Claims 2-6 and 8-15 are now 
allowable, and their allowance is therefore respectfully requested. 

It is respectfully submitted that the claims recite the patentably 
distinguishing features of the invention and that, taken together with the above 
remarks, the present application is now in proper form for allowance.
